City water rate increase recommended

Lompoc Water Commission, yesterday recommended a 14 per cent hike 
in the homeowner s monthly w ater bill to meet a projected w ater 
departm ent operations deficit of $85,000. 
I he recommended increase is a modification of a 20 per cent proposal 
made some weeks ago by the city staff, and would be accomplished by 
reducing the 500 cubic foot minimum to 250 c.f. 
A homeowner now pays $3.25 for the m inimum of 500 c.f. Under the w ater 
commission proposal the homeowner would pay the sam e amount for half 
the amount of water. 
The increased revenues would provide monies only for operations and 
maintenance and nothing for capital outlay or depreciation. 
A recommendation bv the com m ission's three - man w ater rate 


com m ittee tor the tull 20 per cent was overturned bv commissioner Joe 
Mixsell’s motion. Mixsell was a m em ber of the committee. 
1 he commission voted to accept the full com m ittee report, then approved 
Mixsell s motion to pare the increase, eliminate a proposal that would have 
cost 12 cents on the tax rate. 
The com m ittee s report also called tor quarterly income and expenditure 
statem ents;

WASHINGTON (UPI) —CIA director Richard A. Helms has been given 
broad overall supervision in an overhaul of the United States' intelligence 
gathering operations, the White House announced Friday. 
Off icials said Helms would be freed from som e operational responsibility 
at

Agency 
to

* community-wide 
responsibilities of the several scattered intelligence operations. 
Chairman George H. Mahon of the House Appropriations Com m ittee, 
which has been among congressional critics of U. S. intelligence operations, 
said after a White House briefing on the reorganization that it was a step in 
the right direction, but it was too early to predict results. 
" I believe we can save personnel and money and get m ore intelligence." 
Mahon told a reporter, but he quickly added that intelligence operations had 
been repeatedly reorganized with but limited success.

Dr George E. Block, a 
surgeon, urged that the new

phosphatebased detergents

Block based his warning 
on the fact that from 10,000 
to 30,000 cases of individuals 
swallowing the phosphate- 
based products are reported 
each year. 
He said the introduction of

Americans were out of work 
in October. 270.000 fewer 
than 
in September. 
This 
decline was greater than 
usual for this time of year, 
the BLS said, and resulted 
largely from a reduction in 
the number of adult men 
who did not have work. 


Many of the men finding 
j o b s 
w e r e 
V i e t n a m 
veterans. The BLS said the 
unemployment picture for 
them last month was the 


best in a vear. 


A l t h o u g h 
m i l i t a r y 
discharges continued at the 
rate of about 50.000 a month, 
the veterans unemployment 
rate dropped 1.3 per cent in 
October to an even 7 per 
cent.

More and more these days 
people are leaving jobs that 
they find dissatisfying and 
are going into work that is 
personally 
fulfilling. 
Don 
Schwab, 
1570 Calle Lora, 
used to be a machine shop 
foreman. He quit to go into 
sculpturing 
and 
jewelry 
making. 
Don says that he was 
working 
one 
day 
and 
a 
feeling welled up in him that 
he 
wasn’t 
running 
the 
m a ch in es, 
they 
w ere 
running him. 
He decided 
then and there that a change 
was necessary; he wanted 
to run his life himself. 
M etal 
sculpted 
w all 
decorations were the first 
things that he made. His 
background in welding and 
metal work made this a 
likely step into the field oi 
art. He worked on his own 
for several years, making a 
variety ot metal sculpted 
wall 
designs, 
before 
he 
decided 
to 
take 
som e 
classes in metal sculpture. 
Santa 
B arbara 
City 
College 
was 
offering 
an 
Adult Education class in 
m etal 
art 
work 
Julio 
Augustini, 
Santa 
Barbara 
sculptor, was teaching the 


class and Don thought that 
this would 
be a perfect 
chance for him to pick up 
some 
technical 
pointers. 
Under Augustini’s guidance, 
he polished his style and 
l e a r n e d 
s o m e 
n e w 
techniques. 
Most of Don’s sculptures 
begin with a preliminary 
drawing. From this sketch, 
a wire frame is built and 
over the frame he laces iron 
or 
sheet 
metal 
with 
an 
oxygen-acetylene torch. An 
interesting project that he is 
in the process of creating is 
a seven-headed dragon. 
The dragon was originally 
to have five heads. When he 
made the five and grouped 
them together, he found that 
the balance wasn't quite 
what he wanted. He then 
tried 
seven 
heads 
and 
decided that seven fit his 
scheme better. Don feels 
that it is important to be 
flexible in art. If something 
doesn't work, change it. 
E veryones 
view 
of 
a 
dragon 
is different, 
Don 
says. 
Si nce 
it 
is 
a 
mythological 
beast, 
there 
are as many ideas on how it 
should look as there are 
people 
His 
imagination 
created the version that he 
is working on and he goes 
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along, 
it 
is 
constantly 
changing. 
Originally, Don wanted to 
cut out each dragon scale 
and weld 
them 
in place 
individually. They were to 
be made of brass. When he 
finished it, he was going to 
take it down and drop it in 
the ocean for a few days 
until it turned green. Since 
this would have involved 
several 
thousand 
sm all 
scales and 
an 
incredible 
amount of work, he changed 
his mind. He'll texture the 
m etal 
with 
the 
torch 
instead. 
D on 
b e l i e v e s 
t h a t 
creativeness is the ability to 
break away from normal 
traditions to do something 
unus ual . 
One 
f l o w e r 
sculpture that he made is of 
iron with a texture being 
added to the leaves through 
the use of braised brass. 
The 
effect 
is 
striking, 
although, Don says, many 
people look at it and say that 
it is unrefined. According to 
Don, nothing is crude in art, 
it is earthy. 
In his jewelry making, he 
tries to give each piece an 
individual flair. Each one is 
hand formed, whether it is a 
ring, necklace or brooch. To

Working alongside a cougar, black leopard, wolf or 
elephant sounds like a hazardous proposition. Pat and Ted 
Derby ot Andersen s Animal Park in Buellton spend most of 
their time this way, and enjoy it. 
Ted has been working with animals for 17 years and Pat 
has been involved in her work for seven years. They work 
together to train different animals for television shows as 
well as for the daily programs that they feature at the park. 
The method that they use is called “ empathy training. " It 
involves putting themselves in the animals’ place and 
understanding the animals from that point of view rather 
than taking a superior, human out-look 
In this method there is no room for provocation or force, 
Whips, prods or other implements of subjugation are out of 
plac e. Pat and Ted use what they call the “ basics." 
Ted says that man is no maich for any of the animals, 
even the smallest Therefore, the animals must be treated 
as they are, a tiger is a tiger and it is wrong to expect him 
to be anything else. 
lhe emotions and instincts of an animal must be 
understood When an animal is angry, the best thing to do is 
leave it alone, not beat it into submission. Pat believes that 
if a person goes against the emotions of an animal, he is 
asking tor trouble. It 
is the same as provoking an angrv 
person. 
Another 
tenet of their 
training methods 
involves 
discarding deceptive emotions. Pat and Ted 
feel that 


animals have a kind of instinctual ESP that enables them to 
pick up a human emotion quickly. Animals live by their 
emotions and instincts, and if either Pat or Ted is tense, the 
animals know it. This can produce dangerous reactions on 
the part of the animals. 
When they are young, the animals are treated as if they 
were children. Pat and Ted play with them as they would a 
child. As an animal gets older, however, it must be treated 
in a more mature manner befitting its age. 
Perhaps this sounds rather strange, but it works, as can 
be illustrated by the tact that neither Pat nor Ted has been 
injured seriously in all their years working with animals.. 
They feel that it is more difficult to train people to work 
around animals than it is the other wav around 
The 11-acre animal park is the home ot many animals 
that all get specialized care. On the park grounds, the old 
Santa Rita School House has been converted to a gift shop 
and Andersen's Ark is the original tugboat from television's 
"Tugboat Annie. 
A steam driven train provides rides for 
park visitors. 
The park is open Wed.-Fri. from noon to 4 p.m. and Sat 
and Sun from 10 to 5 p.m. Show time is 2 p.m.. Wed 
through Fri and on Sat. and Sun. there are two scheduled 
shows at noon and 3 p m. Admission to the park is $1 50 lor 
adults, children five to 17 cost $1 00 and children four and 
under are free. The park is closed Mon and Tues

Lines in the film refer to 
the solid citizens of Lompoc 
as hicks and dopes.
